" In testimony of’ respect to 'tho 
memorv of the honored dead, it is 
ordered* hat the executive offices in 
Washington be closed on the day of 
the funeral and be draped in m ourn­ 
ing for thirty days, and that tin- 
national flag;be displayed at half-mast 
on the building and on all national ves­ 
sels on the day of the funeral.

ACTION OF THE SENATE. 
When the Senate assembled the 
reading of the journal was dispensed 
with, and a commuuication from Ju s­ 
tice Miller, announcing tiie death of 
Chief Ju-dice W aite, was laid before 
the Senate. 
Senator Edm unds then 
rose and said : 
"M r. P r e s i d e n t On the 21st of 
.Tanuarv, 1874, Chief Justice Waite re- 
cived his commission and took his 
seat as the presiding officer of that 
g rta t tribunal, aud now for more than 
Fourteen years, partially in tim es of 
great excitem ent and difficulty and 
struggle, and through his career in 
that court and out of it, embracing 
questions of the widest importance 
to hum an rights, both of life, lio- 
orty and property, tho Chief J u s ­ 
tice has been a conspicuous figure in 
the jurisprudence of this nation, and 
perhaps not less conspicuous in re- 
sjiect of jurisprudence of the whole 
world. 
H is carter is ended for this 
life, and it has been touched in these 
fourteen years by no stains, by no re­ 
proach, by no fault or failing of other 
officials. 
He was upright, brave, 
oven-minded, im partial, patient, affec­ 
tionate, kindly as a citizen, aud iu 
every walk of private life he has filled 
his career with honor—great honor to 
him self, and with infinite benefit to 
his country. 
I move th at the chair appoint a 
committee of five Senators to take 
such action as may be expedient in 
respect to attending the funeral of 
the Chief Justice, aod to other m at­ 
ters concerning it. 
(Agreed to). 
I now move th at as a further m ark 
of respect th at the Senate do now ad 
journ till Monday next.” 
The Senate then adjourned and 
President pro tern Ingalls appointed 
Senators Sherman, H oar, Wilson of 
Iowa, Pugh and George, as tho com­ 
m ittee to represent the Senate at the 
funeral of tue Chief Justice. 
IN THE IIOUSB. 
W hen the House convened this 
morning, on motion of Watson, of 
Indiana, consideration of the Logan 
and Blair pension bills was postponed 
until Friday next. 
The Speaker laid before the House 
a communication from Justice Miller, 
of the Superior Court, announcing 
the death of the Chief Justice.

SCENE IN THE SUPREME COURT. 
The Attorney-General and m em ­ 
bers of the bar were present in the 
court-room this morning when the 
court assembled, ami seats outside the 
rail were filled with spectators. 
The 
chair of tho Chi. f Justice was simply 
draped with crape, hut in no other 
respect did the uppea>arce of the 
cham ber 
give 
indication 
of 
the 
mournful nature 
of the occasion. 
When the court and the asscmblag 
were seated, Justice Miller, in a low, 
broken voice, said : 
" It is my pain­ 
ful duty to aunounce to the bar of this 
court that its honored Chief Justice 
departed this life this morning at 6:30. 
This is not the occasion to make any 
extended observations on the sub­ 
ject, which will he done in due time 
The court will adjourn until Monday, 
April 2d.” 


THU PRESIDENT GREATLY GRIEVED. 
The President, when infoimed of 
the death of the Chief Justice, was 
greatly shocked, although aware that 
he had been in had health for some 
time. 
Quite an intim acy had sprung 
up between the two officials since the 
President’s term began, and the latter 
has often spoken in the highest term s 
of tho Chief Justice’s character and 
ability. 
The President at once wrote 
a letter to Mrs. Waite, expressing h is 
deep sym pathy for her in her suduen 
bereavem ent, which he said was not 
only a personal loss to herself, but a 
great loss to the public service. 
DETAILS OF HIS DEATH. 
' Additional particulars of the illness 
of Chief Justice W aite are obtained 
from Dr. Caroline P. Winslow', who 
has been the family physician for the 
last thirteen yeare. The im mediate 
cam e of his death, the doctor said, 
was nervous failure of the action of 
the heart, and it came with such a 
startling suddenness as to be abso­ 
lutely appalling. There was not ihe 
faintest symptoms of heart complica­ 
tions throughout his sickness. 
On 
Saturday night the Chief Justice at­ 
tended the authors’ reception given 
by Senator and Mrs. Hearst, but feel 
ing slightly indisposed he left the 
house early. 
About half au hour at- 
tei ho arrived at home, he was tak.*n 
with a chill and im mediately re­ 
tired. At 3 o’clock in the morning Dr. 
Winslow was called, and found the 
Chief Justice suffering from au acute 
pain in the back. 
Later on he felt 
somewhat better, and rested quite 
comfortably. 
At this time he said to 
his physician, in a tone of inquiry, 
that he m ust attend the court on 
Monday, but was cautioned to take no 
chances. 
Ho persisted that he folt 
quite well enough to ride to the C api­ 
tol am lielurn. 
On the Monday after 
his return from the Oapito1, the phy­ 
sician called a u d found him complain- 
iug of a soreness in his rQ ht luag. 
a n d when a^kod to take u long breath 
he said that the effort caused him 
pain. An exam ination showed that 
part of his right lung, two or more 
inches iu diameter, was hepalizjd. 
This 
was 
accompanied 
with 
a 
slight cough. 
Ho 
was extremely 
res .less, 
as 
he had 
been from 
the first and his face 
was much 
Hushed. 
He was very wakeful on 
Monday night. 
While iiis illness was 
by no means regarded as critical, hi* 
physician on Tuesday suggested that 
his son be telegraphed for, which was 
done. The Chief Ju d ice’s condition 
rem ained much the same 
duriug 
Tuesday 
morning. 
Late 
in the day 
symptoms of acute bronchitis ap­ 
peared, and on W ednesday symptoms 
of pneumonia made their appearance 
iu his affected lung. There was no 
m aterial change during the day. Dur­ 
ing the night of Wednesday and on 
Thursday he was quite comfortable, 
no one feeling any alarm , though 
naturally anxious. 
He was thought 
to lie getting along well, and when at 10 
o’clock 
last 
evening 
his physi­ 
cian 
left 
him , 
he 
responded 
to her "Good Night” as cheeriu'ty 
and in aB strong a voice as he diil 
when in health. 
The nurse, who 
remained during the night, observed 
no change in his condition, not even 
iu the expression of .his face, until 6 
o’clock tli b morning, w htn he turned 
over oq his back and in ten minutes 
was dead. 
At the beginning of his illness Chief 
Justice W aite, fearing to needlessly 
alarm his wife, who was cn her way 
to California in company w ith her in­ 
valid sister, cautioned’ those about 
to keep his condition from the news- 
papeis. 
He was not alarmed himself, 
and was unwilling th at his wife’s 
journey should be curtailed or inter­ 
fered with by his slight indisposition, 


HOW WAITE WAS APPOINTED. 
The circumstances of Judge W aite’s 
appoiutm ent and confirmation are 
still fresh in the public m ind, and 
formed a striking episode at the time. 
President G rant had successively 
nominated Attorney-General Williams 
aud Caleb Cushing, both of whom 
encountered much opposition, and 
after a time their names were with­ 
drawn and Mr. W aite was nominated. 
He had been an independent Repub­ 
lican candidate for Congress against 
one of Mr. Sum ner’s warm personal 
friends, and th a t incurred the enmity 
of Mr. Snmner, who at that tim e also 
entertained no very friendly relations 
towards Grant’s administration. The 
proceedings of the Senate, though 
more than a doaen y ea n have since 


elapsed, are still covered 
by 
the 
veil of executive secrecy. 
Yet it is 
well known th a t Sumner’s speech in 
opposition to Mr. W atte was one of the 
strongest effoits of that remarkable 
m an’s life. 
He dwelt historically on 
the em inent services and attainm ents 
of each one in the long line of the 
iueum bents of the office of Chief 
Justice, and spoke in bitter terms of 
disparagem ent of Mr. W aite’s quali­ 
fications. 
Sixty-three Senators were 
present, and listened for two hours 
with 
respectful 
attention 
to the 
Senator from 
Massachusetts. 
No 
voice v as raised in defense of the 
nominee, yet when the question of 
confirmation 
came to a vote, 62 
Senators voted in the affirmative, and 
Snmner did not. voto at all. 
How far 
astray Mr. W aite’s opponents were in 
their estim ate of his character and 
attainm ents is strikingly dis layed in 
the sentim ents 
expressed by the 
public men who have known him. 
COMMENTS ON IIIS CAREER. 
Senator Vest said: 
"H e was one 
of the to st m en I ever knew, a most 
excellent lawyer and a very just man. 
He possessed au em inent judicial 
mind, and was peculiady fitted for 
his position. 
I knew him. well, and 
dteply deploro his death.” 
Senator Evartn said: " I was greatly 
surprised, as well as grieved, to hear 
o f the fatal result of his illness. There 
is an universal agreem ent in the per­ 
sonal affection for the Chief Justice, 
and grief at his loss. 
His death will 
be regarded by the judiciary and pro­ 
fession of the country, as an great 
calam ity.” 
Senator Haw ley said : "F ully shur- 
ing in the general eorrow, the people 
of Connectic ut have their ow n reasons 
for an adde-i grief. The families of the 
late Chief Justice and Ids wife are 
am ong the oldest of our State. He w as 
horn and schooled there. 
lie was a 
jurist of sound learning and spotless 
character. ” 
Senator George sai-1: 
" I think it a 
very great less to the country. 
I re 
garded hint as a very aide judge, hold­ 
ing the scales of justice very equally, 
not only between suitors before his 
court, but between sections of the 
U nion.” 
Senator Cockrell said : " I hold him 
in the highest esteem asan honorable, 
pure and able jurist.” 
Senator Blackburn said : " I enter 
tuiiied for him the kindliest personal 
sentiments. 
I should very much re­ 
gret to think that any m an in the 
country co -Id give utterance to any 
other 
feeling or sentiments 
than 
those of profound regret and sorrow 
at his death, for I think every man 
liked him just in proportion to the 
intimacy of his acquaintance with 
him .” 
Senator Teller said : "H e acquitted 
himself of his high responsibilities in 
a way which entitled him to the re­ 
spect and. confidence of all classes of 
people. 
His death is a national 
loss.” 
Senator Sawyer said: "H e was a 
most excellent man, and his loss is a 
national calam ity.” 
Senator Stanford said : 
"H e was a 
man of i»rfect integrity and great 
ability. 
His loss will be felt by the 
entire country, and it will be difficult 
to fill his place.” 
Senator His cock said : "H e was a 
jurist, careful and painstaking. 
His 
private life w as unblemished, and his 
social qualities very charm ing. 
His 
appointment was a surprise to the* 
country, but bis services have abund­ 
antly justified the selection.” 
EDMUNDS’ EULOGY. 
Senator Edm unds, Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee aud a warm 
personal friend of the late Chief Jus­ 
tice, said: 
"M y first acquaintance 
with Mr. W aite was when he was 
named one of the Geneva arbitrators, 
about the year 1871 or 1872. He came 
on to W ashington a practicing lawyer 
of no national reputation, but of fair 
State reputation, a 
m an of solid 
strength, of solid though not orna­ 
m ental law learning, anil of the high­ 
est personal honor and a rectitude of 
character that everybody acknowl­ 
edged. 
Iu the course of the pioceed- 
ings*of the Geneva tribunal he had 
his first opportunity to show his great 
capacity for affairs and his under­ 
standing of the principles of inter­ 
national que>tions. 
From President 
G rant's acquaintance with him on 
that occasion he came to have for him 
the highest respect and regard, and 
so it was natural, after his unfortunate 
efforts to find a suitable Chief Justice, 
for the President to think of Waite. 
The President suggested his name to 
several Senators and all, so far as I 
knew of, gladly fell in with the sug­ 
gestion, though it might have seemed 
to many of tho lawyers and public 
men of the U nited States a somewhat 
hazardous experim ent to select a man 
for that great office who was so little 
known to the bar of the country. Soon 
after his appointm ent he took his 
seat 
aB Chief 
Justice. 
I 
have 
practiced in th a t court from year 
to year ever since, and have had 
perhaps as good an opportunity as 
any lawyer or Senator could have to 
see his public beai ing and conduct, 
and to know a good deal of his rela­ 
tions with his associates, as well as 
with the bar. 
1 cau say with entire 
candor that 1 do not thiDk that there 
ever was an instance in any tim e or 
country where the relations of the 
presiding magistrate with the bar or 
with his associates were more digni­ 
fied and harmonious, and at the same 
time perfectly friendly and cord ¡a1. 
His opinions, I think, on broad ques­ 
tions of fundam ental law, and of the 
application of principles to the t ff .irs 
of men, will stand well with those of 
the most em inent of judges. In his 
personal and private life he was one 
of the most gentle, cordial and ap­ 
proachable men I ever m et, and his 
kindness of heart was so great that in 
the m idst of affairs and society 
here, where he m ust have known 
so many instances of evil and impro­ 
priety, I do not rem em ber ever to have 
heard him m ake a censorious or un­ 
kind rem ark to any person in the 
world or to mention a circumstance or 
employ a witticiem at the expense of 
another. There is no word of criti­ 
cism th at can be said against bim and 
there is everything to say for him in 
all respects th a t make up a just and 
upright judge, a honorable, kindly 
and Christian citizen.” 
The Southern Senators were par­ 
ticularly kindly in their expressions 
of regard for Justice W aite in all 
respects. 
Senator Sherm an, who had just ar­ 
rived from New York, when seen to­ 
night said : 
"I heard of the death of 
Obief Justice Waite in New York this 
forenoon and received it w ith pro­ 
found 
sorrow 
I have known the 
Chief Justice for nearly forty years as 
a man of the highest character, probity 


anil honor, a lawyer of great expe­ 
rience and abili y and a citizen of 
the highest rank in evirv relation of 
life 
1 have no.hing utore to say ex­ 
cept tlwt I feel that the country has 
lost a great Chief Justice, 
whose 
place, I fear, cannot be! easily filled.” 
AMONG MEMBERS OK ITIIK HOUSE 
Expressions of regret | were genera1. 
There was a disinclination to say any­ 
thing upon the subject is the successor 
to tho late Chief JusticeL and the only 
expressions of opinion touching upon 
the m atter came from a few Southern 
members, who suggested that Speaker 
Carlisle is em inently fifted for a posi­ 
tion on the Supreme Behch, and that 
it would not be unacceptable to him . 
Breckenridge, of Kentucky, said 
that he greatly regretted the death of 
Chief Justice Waite, whom he looked 
up to not only as a hign and illustri­ 
ous Judge, but an unustally wise and 
sensible 
one, 
who 
pad 
secured 
and maintaiued 
the entire confi­ 
dence of 
the 
bar and 
country. 
In speaking of Justice W aite’s prob­ 
able fcuccesvor, 
Breckinridge 
said 
that, without giving the subject any 
thought, he would likp to see the 
President appoint Justice Field to the 
Chief Justiceship, in recognition of 
his services on the bench, and Mr. 
Carlisle Associate Justice, or if Justice 
Field’s age was considpred a bar to 
his appointment, he would like to see 
C-arli.de appointed Chief Justice. Dur­ 
ing the conversation Breckenridge 
said that if the President would not 
go west of the Alleghenies in making 
the appointment, then Iris preference 
would be Senator Gray, of Delaware, 
which he thought would be a most 
adm irable appointm ent.> 
Representative Phelan said that 
Chief Justice W aite had always been 
popular with the lawyers of the 
South because the reputation lie had 
as a jurist was made after the war. 
JUDGES CALLED ON. 
The sudden death of the Chief Jus­ 
tice was a sad blow to the members of 
the court, by all of whom he was re­ 
garded with a warmth of affection 
that has constantly increased with 
years. Tbe Judges were so deeply 
moved by tho announcem ent of his 
death th at they asked to be excused 
from making any statem ents with re­ 
spect to the high estimation in which 
they held him . 
Justice Miller said: 
"Chief Jus­ 
tice W aite 
was dearly loved by 
all the court, and they had the 
highest estimation 
of his ability 
and fitness as a presiding olficer. One 
of the ablest opinions he ever deliv­ 
ered was that rendered iu the tele­ 
phone cases on Monday.” 
Justice H arlan said : 
"H is loss is 
a very great one to the court, and is a 
personal bereavement to all those who 
associated with him . 
H e was a man 
of great strength and an em inent 
lawyer. 
H is place will be hard to 
fill.” 
Judge Kelly said: " I have known 
Chief Justice W aite from the day 
when he first came to the city to fill 
the honorable position he occupied, 
and have been on term s of familiar 
friendship with him . 
lie was unas­ 
sumingly a great m an. 
H is tem per I 
new saw ruffied by any circumstance, 
no matter how annoying. 
H e was a 
man whose learning and judgm ent 
have never been suspected of being at 
fanh.” 
AMONG THE OFFICALH. 
Secretary Bayard said: “ I had the 
highest respect and warm personal 
regard for the late Chief Justice, who 
filled his great position with honor to 
himself and usefulness to the coun­ 
try .” 
Secretary Fairchild said: 
"O ur 
acquaintance, 
while 
purely social, 
was exceedingly pleasant, and I had 
a very high regard for him .” 
Secretary Endicott: 
" I had the 
greatest respect for the Chief Justice, 
both as a lawyer and as a man. and 1 
think he inspired general confidence. 
His death is a great loss to the profes­ 
sion and to the country.’’ 
Secretary W hitney: 
“ The death 
of Chief Justice W aite is a great shock 
and a source of great regret. 
His 
great quality, in my judgm ent, was 
tiis judicial temper anuWvenness and 
fitness, aud fairness of mind, which 
was natural to him .” 
P ostm astr-Gene ral Dickinson: "H e 
was a kindly, able man, just, di ing 
his d u ty bravely and co d- cientiously.” 
Secretary Vilas: 
"F o r fourteen 
years pi eliding over oue of the three 
greatest judicial 
tribunals of the 
earth, he has so borne the functions 
of his 
great 
office 
that, 
under 
the sharp observation of interest 
and feeling, the reverential respect 
of the couutry for our ministers of 
justice lias been maintained and ad- 
anced in his adm inistration.” 
Attorney-General G arland: 
" I re­ 
garded him as a most excellent law­ 
yer, fair-minded and just and almost 
unequulled in the discharge of what 
may be called the executive duties of 
the presiding officer of the court. 
He 
was one of the best adm inistrative 
judges I ever saw.” 
A MEMORIAL MEETING 
Shortly after the adjournment of the 
House to-day the Ohio delegation 
held a meeting in the room of the 
Commission on Banking and Currency 
to take appropriate notion on the 
death of Chief Justice W aite. 
There 
was also present at the m eeting Hon. 
S. S. Cox, of New York, and Judge 
Jones, of Delaware, an old friend of 
the Chief Justice, both of whom made 
an address on the sad event which 
had brought them together. 
A com­ 
mittee to prepare suitable resolutions 
commemorative of the Chief Justice 
was appointed. 
FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 
It is the intention of the members 
of the family to have the interm ent 
take place at Toledo, the old residence 
of the Chief Justice, unless Mrs.

There were two refineries in 
operation on the Pacific coast, witness 
said—the American refinery, with a 
capacity of 500,000 or 600,000 pounds 
daily, and the witness’s refinery, with 
a capacity of 1,200,000 pounds of raw 
sugar. This year the w itness’ re­ 
finery turned 
oat 
abont 
4000 
tons. 
O ne-third 
of 
the 
*nnn*j 
crop came from Hawaii, 40.000 or 
50,000 tons from the Phillipine Is­ 
lands, and abont 10 000 tons from 
Central America. The price of raw 
eugar from Hawaii was formerly fixed 
by the priceB in Manila, but for the 
last three years it had been regnlatod 
by the New York market. 
The Trnst 
combination has undoubtedly tended 
to lower the price of raw sugar, and 
raised the price of refined sugar. Su­ 
gar was cheaper in San Francisco 
than in New York, but of course when 
sugar went up in New York, it went 
up in San Francisco. 
Representative Wilson—"T hen by 
rem aining out you have reaped the 
same benefits as those who have gone 
into the trust ?” 
Answer—"C orrect.” 
Q. 
"Then the Trust is good for 
you?” 
A. 
‘‘Well, 1 don’t know so mnch 
about that. 
The Trust m ay say 
’Spreckels won’t join tlie Trust, but 
we will crush him out. 
We will put 
the price of sugar in San Francisco 
down to five cents and make our profit 
here.’ I have come east to start e 
factory so as to get my share here.” 
Q. 
“ This investigation is to ascer­ 
tain w hether the tendency of these 
combinations is injurious to the inter­ 
ests of the consumers. Now, aa a 
m atter of fact, has not th eir effect 
been to produce competition and le ^ 
sen the price of sugar instead of pro­ 
ducing an opposite effect?” 
A. 
"I don’t agree with you. They 
are not going to form a Trust to work 
for the people. They are going to 
work for their pocket.” 
Q. "The Trust says th at your build­ 
ing of an Eastern refinery is a mere 
pretext.” 
A. "N o, there has been some talk 
about it being e bluff, but you will mo 
w hat I will do. 
I do not bluff, b ut 
when they bluff I m ake them show 
their h ands.” 


BEET SUGAR. 
Speaking of the probable growth of 
the beet sugar industry in this coon- 
try, witness said th at if the United 
States could be sure of a certain 
am ount of protection, tbere was no 
question but w hat in eight or ten 
years the beet production would sup­ 
ply this country with sugar. 
John E . Searles had requested the 
witness to go in the Trnst. H e did 
not rem ember w hat inducements that 
gentlem an offered.

asking how to get out of the Trust after 
once being in it and was told th at once 
in you could never get out.

Mr. Smith is a

ife h a l style that &t 0tic$ eohveye to 
thh observer an impression of his 
clerical dignity. 
He ia visiting Cali 
fornia with a two fold purpose—to re­ 
cruit his health and to look into the 
condition of affairs at the various 
churches in the West. On being in- 
lormed of the mission of his visitor, 
Mr. haai'.h readidly consented to give 
any information in his power, and on 
being requested to poiDt out the 
difference between his church and 
th e 
one th at prevails throughout 
U tah, stated : 
“ The most essential point is as re­ 
gards polygamy. We do not acknowl 
edge it, and we deny the authority of 
of the revelation to Joseph Smith, 
which Brigham Young published as 
kin authority for departing from mono­ 
gam y. Joseph Smith, the founder of 
th e!Mormon Ohm ch, was my father,

h is teachings were invariably opposed 
to polygamy, and as foi this revela­ 
tion th a t Young announced, he was 
never known to have made any refer­ 
ence to it. 
Probably the best and 
moet explanatory method of hand­ 
ling 
this 
subject 
will 
be 
to give a brief 
resum e 
of 
the 
history of the Mormon Church. 
In 
1823 my father received revelations 
from heaven th at in a part of New 
York State were to be found tablets 
buried by prophets of old, that indi­ 
cated the true lines of religion. These 
revelations were continued during the 
next three years, and in 1327 he dis 
covered the records in New York 
State, and with Divine aid translated 
them. This translation forms what 
is 
at 
present 
known 
as 
the 
book 
of 
Mormon—Mormon 
be­ 
ing 
the 
name 
of 
the 
original 
collector of the records. In the mean­ 
tim e similar revelations had been 
made to Oliver Cowdery, M ar'in Hur 
ris and David W hitmer, and these 
three with my father organized the 
first meeting of what was afterwards 
to be known as the “ Church of Jesus 
C hrist of Latter-Day 
Saints.” 
The 
first services were held in Manchester, 
M. Y ., and were attended by about 
thirty persons most of whom were 
baptized the same evening. The new 
religion was then preached throuah- 
ont the Unite i States and made rapid 
, 
at 
the 
time 
of 
my 
tier’s death in 1844, numbering 
about 160,000 souls iu its ranks. 
It 
can not justly be called 
A NEW RELIGION 
Though, for it was simply a return to 
primitive Christianity as explained in 
the Bible,(we use a King Jam es’ tran- 
lation of the ordinary scriptures). 
The main points of difference were in 
the organization, not in the doctrine. 
The church was established on identi­ 
cally the same lines as the ones 
preached 
by 
the 
Christ,

sisting of elders, apostles, disciples,

divine revelation. Mormonism claims 
to receive revelations from an Almighty 
■octree just as much now as it did in 
the days recorded in the Bible, and 
this is what is always pooh-poohed at 
disbelievers.

advocate polygamy, and this I will 
prove by reading you one of the cove­ 
nants from this official book, published 
by my father in 1846.”

' ‘Wherefore my brethren hear me, 
and hearken to the word of the L ord:

"T his,” said the elder, "is the orig 
inal doctrine taught by my father and 
preached as one of the tenets of Mor­ 
monism until after his death in 1844.

Brigham Young announced 
that lie h ad in his possession a reve­ 
lation given to my father in which 
polygamy 
was 
advocated 
and 
although the genuineness of this state­ 
ment could not be supported by any 
convincing evidence, the new creed 
soon became popular and thousands 
flocked in the train of Yonng to Salt 
Lake City, where he set up his head 
quarters. Polygamy was publicly pro­ 
claimed on August 29, 1852, and a 
host of members of the church took 
advantage of it accordingly. 
A num­ 
ber of the members refused to accept 
this new doctrine, however, and on the 
12th of June, 1852, was held the first 
conference of what is known as ti e 


office I have since held. At the pres­ 
en t time we have 
FOUR HUNDRED CHURCHES 
In various parts of the world, and a 
m em bership of about 20,000.” 
"The fact that you are anti-pohga- 
mists is, I suppose, not the only dif­ 
ference between you and the Utah 
Mormons?” queried the reporter.

dent Woodruff, refuses to sanction 
any such relations, though it is not 
yet elim inated from their covenants.” 
" If this -hould happen, would the 
U tah Church and yours com bine?” 
"No, I thiPk pot- 
We have too 
many other matters we eonM not set­ 
tle. 
To tell you the truth, the affairs 
of that church are just as foreign to 
our interests as any other. 
We have 
OUf 
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Decatur Couoty, Iowa, and have no 
intercourse with them whatever. The 
title Mormons is applied to both 
churches though, because we both 
have the writings of the Prophet Mor­ 
mon as a guide for our actions.” 
"Though exposing my own ignor­ 
ance, I will ask, who was this prophet, 
Mormon, and when did he live?” 
said the Bcrihe. 
‘Well, that is another hard ques­ 
tion to answer. 
You see that we be­ 
lieve that centuries ago, long before 
the so-called discovery of America, 
this continent was habited by a civil­ 
ized race, the people of Nephi and 
Laman. Their religion was the same as 
thatpro|>oundedby the Bible, and ore 
of their prophets, named Mormon, 
inscribed their tenets of belief on a 
num ber of tablets. 
These are what 
were discovered and translated by my 
father and published to the world as 
the Book of Mormon. 
Oh, we are 
sadly 
misunderstood,” 
said 
Mr. 
Smith, rising to conclude the inter­ 
view, "and I should like the public to 
inquire for themselves into our doc­ 
trines. 
I think they would soon lose 
that animus they at present have 
against us.”

Coroner Meredith held nn inquest 
at Anaheim yesterday on the body of 
Thomas H. Cox, who committed pui- 
cide in the jail at that town the night 
before*. It apjteara that Cox had been 
hanging about a camp a short dis­ 
tance from Anaheim, and had been 
working for the contractor as a la­ 
borer. 
About a month ago he went 
to the foreman and culling him a^ide 
eaid, “ Well, I suppose you know they 
are after me.” 
The foreman said he did not, and 
Cox said “ Well they are, and I hear 
that they are in California looking for 
me.” lie then told the foreman that 
he had got into a quarrel with a man 
in Dakota and in self-defense hud 
hit him over the head with a club. 
He then ran away and had since 
heard that the man was dead and 
that there was a reward of $1,200 for 
his head. The foreman advised him 
to hide himself in the w illows or else 
to give himself up. Cox then went 
away and was gone two or three days, 
hut returned to the cump to be driven 
away by the foreman, w ho thought he 
was out of his mind. The remainder 
of the story was told at the inquest 
yesterday by the witnesses. 
A. V. Fox testified: 1 reside in An­ 
aheim and am the Justice of the Peace 
of that township. About a month 
ago the deceased came to my office 
and asked me if I was a Jus1.ice of 
the Peace. I told hhnthat I was, and 
he asked to see me pri\ately. Ho 
then told me he w ished to givo him­ 
self up for a crime that he had com­ 
mitted in Dakota. He eaid that he 
had had a fight with a man named 
Carver, and had since heard that 
Carver had died. Fie also gave me 
to understand that he had injured 
Carver in self-dofense, and that he 
had been foolish for leaving the Ter­ 
ritory, and that he had had no peace 
of m nd since. I turned the deceased 
over to Mr. Smythe. the Town Mar­ 
shal. We telegraphed to the authori­ 
ties of Lawrence county, Dakota, and 
a reply was received stating that the 
deceased was wanted for an assault 
with intent to murder. 
F. C. Smythe tcstilied: I reside in 
Anaheim and am Town Marshal there. 
About a month ago Judge Fox brought 
tire deceased to me He wanted to 
give himself up for a crime committed 
in ilie East. I took charge of the de­ 
ceased and locked him up in the town 
jail. I telegraphed to the Sheriff of 
Jjawrer.ee county, Dakota Territory, 
asking hi i. if Thomas If. Cox was 
wanted for a crime committed last 
November. The deceased told me 
that he had i reaten a man over the 
head with a club on the 12th of last 
November. 
I have had him in 
custody ever since. Yesterday evening 
about ten minutes past nine o’clock, 
I went to the jail to take the deceased 
to supper. I opened the door and 
called to him to come out, but I re­ 
ceived no answer. I called him sev­ 
eral times by name, and then struck j —T?-1.: 
some matches, hut they went out. I 
went away and got a light and came 
back, anil found the deceased hang­ 
ing by a rope which was tied around 
the bars of a window. I felt of him, 
and finding that he was dead, I cut 
the body down. There has been no 
person locked up in the jail with the 
deceased during the last week. Yes­ 
terday morning when I took the de­ 
ceased to his breakfast 1 noticed he 
did not eat very much. He has always 
been a very hearty eater. He ap­ 
peared to be somewhat despondent. I 
do not know how the deceased got tho 
rope. The children are in tho habit 
of giving prisoners fruit by cutting it 
up and putting the pieces through the 
window. When I cut tho deceased 
down from where he was hanging, 
there was a hay pillow and on top of 
it was a small basket, that I think he 
had «limbed upon to 6x the rope to 
the w indow, and also to jump off when 
be was ready to hang himself. 
The jury returned the following ver­ 
dict: "That the deceased came to 
his death on March 22nd, by hanging 
himself, with intent to commit sui­ 
cide.”

on Sanrevuin street:

Vol. Eugene Germain, President Board 
of Trade: 
My Dear Sir : Has your attention 
been called to tho charity kindergar­ 
ten work of San Francisco? This 
work has seemed so important to the 
Produce Exchange of that city that it 
has taken upon itself the support of 
one class, on Jackson street, umder 
the Golden Gate Kindergarten Asso­ 
ciation. These men of business look 
upon these schools as one of the 
methods of solving the vexed problem 
of dealing with the pauper class. 
Realizing that much of our charity 
was only helping hopelessly incom­ 
petent men and women to foist upon, 
a burdened public four times as many 
hopelessly inco petent children; 
they saw in this system a way to 
train these children to self helpful­ 
ness, thus relieving the future gener­ 
ation, and addiDg to the productive 
force. 
Senator Stanford, and his 
noble wife too, place this kindergar­ 
ten training at the foundation of their 
system of technical education, which 
is to fit the boy or girl to earn their 
living, and not leave them helpless, 
as our present public school system 
does. In addition to this prac­ 
tical 
side, 
the 
charity 
kin­ 
dergarten apjieals to our emotions. It 
takes these babes from three to seven, 
years old, fora part of every day from 
wretched homes of poverty and vice, 
where they are neglected, brings them 
into the atmosphere of love and order, 
amuses them, and makes a bright 
spot for them in their sad child lives. 
It trains the tiny, supple fingers to 
deftness, the eye to correctness, and 
quickens the dull perceptions. Above 
all, it teaches them to be happy iu 
their work, and to look for reward in 
their occupations. 
, 
We have been trying to establish 
these schools in the poorer partB of 
this ‘ity. Wo have one school on 
Bansevain street, in the Congrega­ 
tional chapel, where fifty little ones 
are gathered every day. This school 
is supported by voluntary contribu­ 
tions, and Ihe value of the work is 
not appreciated here. There aro 
thirty such schools in San Francisco, 
but here it is hard to support on°. I 
have thought that perhaps you might 
visit the schools in the north, become 
interested in the work, and help us 
through the honorable body of which 
you are President here. I will send 
you a report of the Golden Gate As­ 
sociation, of Ban Francisco, asking 
your careful attention to Mrs. Cooper's

There is a direct conflict in the pro­ 
posed charter that nothing can recon­ 
cile, and which, should it be adopted 
will lead to serious complications 
Section 6 of Article II. says that the 
Mayor shall appoint, subject to con­ 
firmation by a majority of the Coun­ 
cil, four members of the Board of 
Health. 
Article XII., section 116, 
nays 
that 
four 
citizens, 
three 
of whom shall be physicians, shall 
be appointed by the 
City Council! 
^h e Board of Health ¡3 limited to four 
members, with the Mayor ex-officio 
President, and these four members 
are to be appointed by two distinct 
authorities. Tbat is an error which 
nothing can correct. The Mayor will 
claim and exercise the appointing 
power, and so will the Council. We 
shall therefore have two Boards of 
Health, each equally authorized by 
this strange charter. 
It U easy 
..to see what set ions complications 
must arise out of a conflict of this 
character. 
The outcome will be that 
we shall have no Board at all, as 
neither can operate legally. 
Thus 
all the important 
public matters 
committed to the charge of this 
department 
will 
remain 
dor­ 
mant. 
We can have no street 
sprinkling, no small-pox hospital, no 
way in which the backyards may be 
kept clean; no sanitary measures. If 
the city should be threatened with an 
epidemic, there would be no authority 
to 
tak e. 
steps 
to 
investigate 
it. 
There 
would 
be 
no 
way 
to legally enforce quarantine, nor 
could 
we 
institute 
measures 
to 
insure on efficient system of vac­ 
cination. There would be no official 
body to 
receive the reports 
of 
physicians, and the vital statistics of 
this city could not bfe officially kept. 
Permits for exhumation and for the 
deportation of bodies could not be 
issued, and 
the 
whole 
sanitary 
machinery of the city would be out of 
joint. We have heretofore pointed out 
dangerous and manifestly impolitic 
provisions in this charter, such as ought 
to secure its defeat. But what is the 
use of referring to them, when 
fatal a blander as the one regarding 
the Board of Health is found in it. It 
is positively discreditable, and shows 
a negligence on the part of its framers 
that discredits the entire performance. 
There is no conree left to the people 
but to vote It down.

Nor do we see how it 
comes to be our duty to advocate tak­ 
ing money from the pockets of our 
own people here to pay it over for the 
benefit of rich manufacturers in Penn­ 
sylvania or New Hampshire. 


R m ifta a n d C h in a. 
The New York Sun recently pro­ 
duced an article on the designs of 
Russia in Asia, which at least de­ 
velops 
novel 
views. The writer 
thinks the Northern Bear has no 
designs, ulterior or otherwise, ou the 
British pos>e8sions iu India; but tbat 
what is aimed at by all the great 
preparations going forward in Central 
Asia, is to gain possession of a large 
slice of the Chinese Empire. 
The 
territory 
represented as coveted 
by 
Russia 
extends 
from 
the 
northern 
limits 
of 
the 
Flowery Kingdom to and iuclmling 
the valley of the Hoang-Ho. 
That 
embraces abont a full half of the em­ 
pire and takes in the capital city of 
Peking. This would give Russia what 
she has been striving for since the 
days of Peter the Grett, an outlet to 
the world. 
Her aspirations in this 
direction ate no more nor less than 
instinct. 
Hemmed in as she 
cribbed, confined, lacking seal>oard, 
except 
alung 
frozen oceans, her 
growth 
and 
development 
can 
never 
be 
what 
her 
vitality 
and resources demand. Thus bottled 
up her suppressed energies are a per­ 
petual menace to Europe, and hence 
the Eastern question is one of those 
ghosts which will not down. Under 
such circumstances all Europe would 
probably be glad to see the forces cf 
Russian aggression diverted to the 
shores of the Pacific, and the densely 
peopled plains of China. In each an 
enterprise who would interfere ? 
But can Russia achieve the con­ 
quest of China? For that is what 
theficheme means. China has made 
a good deal of progress in the art of 
modern warfare. She is working fur­ 
ther progress in that direction every 
day, 
Her numbers are limitless, and 
the task of subduing 
her myriau 
hordes is a difficult one. There is 
this in favor of the European power, 
that the 
millions of China, when 
their leaders weie once out of the 
way .would follow a Russian General of 
to-day as readily as they did the 
Mandarin who led them yesterday. 
This has always been the rule with 
Asiatic soldiers. 
Thus, if Russia 
c uld once get a foothold in China 
►he would make a Kilkenny cat fight 
of the affair by turning the sword of 
Mongol against Mongol. It is further 
to be remembered that China is and 
has been for ages in subjection to 
Tartars, her royal line and governing 
classes 
generally 
having 
come 
in from outside 
the great wall. 
, But these reflections are far-reach­ 
ing. Granting the success of Russia 
in such an enterprise. What then ? 
Russia’s 
millions, 
increased 
by 
China’s tens of millions, all drilled, 
armed, equipped and officered in ac­ 
cordance with the best results of the 
art of war in modern times, and one 
gets a power frightful to contemplate. 
The 
forces 
of 
the 
civilized 
world 
could 
hardly 
hold 
such 
army 
in 
check. 
The 
myriads of cheap labor in these 
Asiatic countries wculd be used by 
Russian energy and skill to construct 
forts, railroads, heavy ordnance, har­ 
bor defenses, a navy and what not in 
the same time. 
With the open 
Pacific for an outiet, the broad ex­ 
panses of the Yellow Sea to manu'uver 
in and the great rivers of China at 
command, there is no forecasting the 
results that might follow. 
From 
a 
commercial 
point of 
view 
such 
an 
event 
could 
not fail to be of marked signifi­ 
cance to the Pacific Coast of our 
Union. 
The ports of China would 
be opened to us and a trade the most 
gigantic ever dreamed of would grow 
up. But all this will not take place 
in time to affect our L03 Angeles 
boom, or the value of corner lots. 


I n d u stria l 
and 
developmental 
mattere do not indicate any signs of 
weakness in this land of the “boom. 
All the brick-yards in the city have 
contract for all the bricks that they 
will be able to burn during the cam- 
piign just opened. All the lime-kilns 
will be pushed to their utmost to fur­ 
nish that commodity for the new 
buildings projected. 
If the brick- 
makers and lime-burners manage 
to 
keep 
ahead 
of 
the 
de­ 
mand, they 
will 
have to bestir 
themselves. When we know that 
brick is better 
than 
five-dollar 
pieces at $10 per thousand, the whole 
story is told. 
That is the price 
being paid for brick in the yard. 
Some have kilns of 100,000 bricks, 
on which they ask $12 per thousand 
in ihe yard. Theee are now being 
prepared for a lot of the largest and 
solidest business edifices ever planned 
for this city. There are no blocks on 
the coast which will surpass these in 
any respect. One of these is now 
being built on the corner of Spring 
and Second streets. It will cost about 
$153,000. Excavations are now mak­ 
ing for another similar block on the 
corner of F^rt and Second. This is to 
be 120x165 feet area on the ground. 
A third, four stories high, 45x145 on 
the ground, will be begun in a short 
time, on the site of the old Trinity 
church which used to be on Spring 
street, between First and Second. 
This will cost $50,0C0. 
Here are 
three blocks whose ground area will 
be 100x105 feet, 120x165 feet, and 
45x145 feet, and whose total cost will 
be between $350,000 snd $400,000. 
If theee will not do for specimen 
brick* of how Loe Angeles is being 
boflt, we will get better ones. 


Tiie death of Chief Justice Waite 
bereaves the Nation of one of tbe 
most notable men of our time. Jus­ 
tice Waite was called to tbe position 
of Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
by President Grant at a time when 
there 
were 
great 
constitutional 
questions 
requiring 
adjudication. 
He was 
doubtless 
selected with 
a view to political bias upon those 
questions; but he rose above politics 
aud even declined to score on the 
Electoral Commission in 1876 to de­ 
cide the Presidency. 
His decisions 
have been eminently free from the 
bias 
which the 
party in 
power 
looked for. 
In the Chicago Elevator 
cases he signalized himself by a de­ 
cision which has clearly established 
the principle that the people have 
through their legislatures a right to 
regulate all kiuds of traflie which di­ 
rectly affect tho public. 
He was a 
man of great purity of character, and 
will take rank as a jurist with the 
great men who have preceded him iu 
his exalted office. 


T iie trio of worthy ladies who have 
crossed the great frog pond to take 
part in the deliberations of the Nation­ 
al Convention of Women Suffragists 
at Washington, are high-minded wo­ 
men, with characters above reproach, 
and intelligent beyond the usual run. 
But they have a grievance. They 
want to vote. It is hinted that they 
would like to be men, but that is 
doubtful. They simply want the fe­ 
male anserine bird to depend altitud- 
inarianly—so high that it can rutile 
the feathers of the American eagle at 
each autumnal election. The leader 
of this complex but brilliant triad is 
Mrs. Ashton Dilke. She was a Miss 
Margaret Smith, and was educated at 
Orleans and passed examination for 
schoolmistress. 
In 1876 she married 
Ashton W. Dilke, second son of Sir C, 
Wentworth Dilke. It took but two 
years of married life for her to become 
a women suffragist, and in 1878 she 
became an active advocate of the 
cause, and delivered speeches and 
lectures on the subject over all Eng­ 
land. Mr. Dilke wandered over to 
Algiers 
and died there 
in 1883. 
In the same year Widow Dilke 
wedded the Dispatch, a popular work­ 
ingmen’s paper, and is now its man­ 
aging editor. Mrs. Dilke is very small 
and slender, almost angular, with a 
large, rather masculine head and thin 
neck and arms. 
Her e-yes are of a 
light greyish color and deep set. High 
and prominent cheek bones and a 
firm heavy lower jaw give her the ap­ 
pearance not quite that of an English 
w-^man. But why do those British 
maids, matrons and widows came 
here to disturb our peace ? Have we 
not affliction enough in Susan B. An­ 
thony, Doctor 
Mary Walker, and 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, not to men­ 
tion Belva V. Lockwcod. 
Surely we 
have enough of these brilliant female 
politiriacs of indigenous growth, with­ 
out resorting to such exotics as tho 
Diikes. 


W hy should dwellers in a section 
like ours, which consumes nearly all 
it grows, and which im ports all it 
manufactures, clamor for a tariff for 
taxation, in order that they may pay 
millionaire manufacturers thousands 
of miles away? 


D c a l l i o f J o h n W . P a y n t e r . 
We are pained to announce the 
death of Jobn W. Paynter, who died 
at his residence, in this city, yester­ 
day, of pneumonia, after a short ill­ 
ness, aged 44 years. 
Mr. Paynter was a native of Mis­ 
souri, and came to Los Angeles in 
1867. He was one of the founders of 
the Evening Express and, in conjunc­ 
tion with Air. George A. Tiffany, pub­ 
lished that paper for five years, sell­ 
ing it to a company oiganized by 
Ayers & Lynch, in March, 1875 
Since that time M r. Payuter, who 
was a practical printer, has been en­ 
gaged nearly continuously in tbe com­ 
posing department cf the H e r a l d . 
Mr. Paynter leaves a wife and 
young family, and a large circle of 
friends to grieve over his loss. He 
was a 
quiet, 
unassuming 
man, 
straightforward and upright in his 
character, united with strong bul 
liberal sentiments, and greatly liked 
by those who best knew him. 
His funeral will take place at 2 p .m. 
to-day, from his residence, 86 Aliso 
Road, and it will be under the charge 
of the Typographical 
Union, 
the 
members of which will attend in a 
body. 


D e a th off a n O ld C a lif f o rn la n . 
Colonel J. Horace Kent died at 
Concord, N. H., March 4th, aged 59 
years. He was Warden of the New 
Hampshire State Prison at tbe time of 
his dealh. 
Colonel Kent was a well-known res­ 
ident of San Francisco before the war. 
He was Coroner of the city for several 
terms and quite a leading politician. 
When the war broke oat he went into 
the Union army and was transferred to 
tho Military Detective Serviee, where 
he distinguished himself under Col­ 
onel Baker, (the brother of the pro­ 
prietor of the Baker Iron Woiks in 
this city), who was Chief of the Fed­ 
eral Detectives during the war. 
Col­ 
onel Kent is well remembered on this 
Coast by many old Californians, who 
will hear of his death with regret.

SANTA FE WORK. 


H e w C o n stru ctiva ft« U sin g 
Alona the Line. 
The work of construction on the 
Santa Fe Railway’s extensions in this 
State is now proceeding quite fact, and 
judging from the good time being 
made, it will not belong before every­ 
thing now on hand will be completed. 
The track-layers on the Redondo Line 
are getting along splendidly, and in 
six dayB more the rails will be laid, 
and only a few flays more will be re­ 
quired to properly equip the road 
lor the passage of trains. By the 
first 
of 
April 
everything 
will 
be in reudinesr, and trains will then 
commence runnii-g. As soon as the 
men finish there they will be sent to 
San Juan-by the-Jea, where they will 
commence laying rails towa-d Ocean­ 
side. At the lime of their starting at 
San Juan another large force of track­ 
layers will begin laying rails from 
Oceanside towaid tli m. The grading 
from this city toward Santa Ana lias 
been completed, with one except ion, 
to Anaheim, and graders are now at 
work betve*n that place and Orange, 
and will finish everything from this 
city to that place in ten days. The 
excepti m mentioned 
is at Buena 
Park. There the present route crosses 
an alkaline marsh, which may iu 
the future give the company some 
trouble. Accordingly, this part of the 
road is, as yet, in doubt, and may be 
changed entirely. 
However, steps 
have been taken that will speedily 
settle the matter. The intention is to 
finish the grading as soon as possible, 
and when it is finished to Orange, the 
entire liua from this city to San Diego 
will be ready for Ihe rails. luside of 
two weeks’ time a huge force of track­ 
layers will commence laying rails at 
the south bank of the Los Angeles 
River, just outside of the southern 
limits of this city, and will put them 
down as fast as possible towards 
Orange. The intention is to finish 
the entire wo»k at one time. The 
grades that will commence at the 
river will be taken from the line to 
San Jacinto, where they arc now lay­ 
ing rails. 
This road will be finished 
in ten day’s time and in operation a 
few days later. 
The reason the 
track-1 a’ycrs will not commence laying 
the rails at the place where the road 
connects with the Ballona Beach is 
because a bridge will have to be 
placed on the river. Being outside of 
the city limits it not necessary to con­ 
form to the requirements of bridge 
buildiDg inside the boundary lines,aud 
ac ordingly it will not take more than 
a week or t n days to place a bridge 
across t' e river, that will be per- 
fee ly sati-factory to the railroad com­ 
pany. 
They will start a pile-driver 
at each bank and drive piles until 
they meet in tho centre. The stringers 
for tbe ties e/.n then lie put in place, 
he lies put down and the track later 
on. The bridges between San Juun- 
by-th*vSea and Oceauside will be 
complete by the time the track-layers 
arrive at them. Rails and ties are on 
hand, and in less than two months’ 
time everything will be in running 
order.

Davis was inaugurated President of

a tremendous crowd. Governor W at­ 
erm an, nearly all of the Regents, and 
every prominent 
educator 
in 
the 
State were present, and the lame 
Gymnasium hall, capable of seating 
over 2,000 persons, was packed to its 
utm ost capacity. 
Tiie President re­ 
ceived a hearty welcome from the 
students and citizens. 
Tho exercises of the day began at 1 
[ o’clock in the afternoon. 
At that 
! hour the students’ battalion of cadets 
I assembled at the north hull of the 
university and m arched to the cam* 
pus, where the Governor and staff re­ 
viewed them. 
Shortly after 2 o’clock 
the regul ir order of th e day was be- 


j gun. The Governor, tho new and retii- 
ing Presidents, the faculty and regents, 
as well as many invited guests, met 
in the library and moved in a body to 
the gymnasium. 
After speeches by 
Regent Dolmas and retiring President 
H olden, President Davis was invested 
with the symbols of office by Governor 
W aterm an. 
W illiam Ingraham . Kip, of the 
senior class, then made a salutation 
address on behalf of th e students. 
A 
poem in Latin was read by MissMillic- 
ent W. Shinn, of the class of ’80. 
Professor Martin Kellogg spoke for the 
various faculties of sciences,medicine, 
law and dentistry. 
l i e spoke of the 
relations that should exist and would 
exist am >ng all branches of tho U n­ 
iversity, and promised the President 
the hearty co-operation of all tho fac­ 
ulties.

AN ADDHKHH BY DAVIS. 
President Davis made a long ad­ 
dress, pleadiug in behalf of college ed­ 
ucation. 
He deprecated the spirit of 
m any parents manifested in allowing 
their sons to graduate from public 
schools direct to the counting-room. 
No m atter what, employment was in­ 
tended for youth, they will make 
stronger and better men with a gener­ 
ous education. 
Capital laid up in 
their brains 
is 
their own, and 
no 
financial 
disaster, no 
panic 
in business can rob them of it. 
Perhaps the 
counting-room makes 
a better clerk at 25, b ut an university 
will make a broad-gauge citizen at 40. 
He dw elt upon the objections urged 
to classical training, and then referred 
with pleasure to the fact th at the 
higher institutions of learning are 
now open to women equally with men. 
He believed th at tiiis leaven will 
silently 
work through the 
whole 
community, giving a higher tone 
to 
society 
anu 
exercising 
a 
benign influence even upon public 
affairs. 
He closed with an appeal for 
support from the students and grad­ 
uates of tho university, the regents 
and faculty and from the citizens at 
large.

There is a direct conflict in the pro­ 
posed charter that nothing can recon­ 
cile. and which, should it be adopted, 
w ill lead to serious complications. 
Section 6 of Article II. say* ’bat the 
M ayor shall appoint, subject to con­ 
firmation by a majority of the Coun­ 
cil, four members of the Board of 
H ealth. 
Article X II., section 110, 
gays 
th at 
four 
citizens, 
three 
of whom shall be physicians, shall 


b e appointed, 
by the 
City Council! 
J h e Board of Health is lim ited to four 
m em bers, with the Mayor ex-officio 
President, and these four members 
are to be appointed by two distinct 
authorities. That is an error which 
nothing can correct. 
The Mayor will 
d aim and exercise the appointing 
pow er, and so will the Council. 
We 
aball therefore have two Boards of 
H ealth, each equally authorized by 
th is strange charter. 
It is easy 
,to see w hat seiious complications 
m ust arise out of a conflict of this 
character. 
The outcome will be that 
w e shall have no Board at all, as 
neith er can operate legally. 
Thus 
all the 
im portant 
public m atters 
com m itted to the charge of 
this 
departm ent 
will 
remain 
dor­ 
m ant. 
We 
can have 
no street 
sprinkling, no small-pox hospital, no 
way in which the backyards may be 
kept clean; no eanitary measures. 
If 
th e city should be threatened with an 
epidem ic, there would be no authority 
to 
ta k e . 
steps 
to 
investigate 
it. 
There 
would 
be 
no 
way 
to legally enforce quarantine, nor 
could 
we 
institute 
measures 
to 
insure an efficient 6yBtem of vac­ 
cination. 
There would be no official 
body 
to 
receive the reports 
of 
physicians, and the vital statistics of 
th is city could not bfe officially kept. 
Perm its for exhum ation and for the 
deportation of bodies could not be 
issued, and 
the 
whole 
sanitary 
m achinery of the city would be out of 
joint. We have heretofore pointed out 
dangerous and manifestly impolitic 
provisions in this charter, such as ought 
to secure its defeat. 
But w hat is the 
use of referring to them , when so 
fatal a blunder as the one regarding 
th e Board of H ealth is found in it. 
It 
is positively discreditable, and shows 
a negligence on the part of its framers 
th a t discredits the entire performance. 
There is no course left to the people 
b u t to vote it down.

The New York Sun recently pro­ 
duced an article on the designs of 
Russia in Asia, which at least de­ 
velops 
novel 
views. The 
writer 
thinks the Northern Bear has no 
designs, ulterior or otherwise, on the 
British possessions in ludia ; but that 
w hat is aimed at by all the great 
preparations going forward in Central 
Asia, is to gain possession of a large 
slice of the Chinese Empire. 
The 
territory 
represented 
as coveted 
by 
Russia 
extends 
from 
the 
northern 
limits 
of 
the 
Flowery Kingdom to and including 
the valley of the Hoang-llo. 
That 
embraces about a full half of the em ­ 
pire and takes in the capital city of 
Peking. This would give Russia what 
she has been striving for since the 
days of Peter the G rett, an outlet to 
the world. 
H er aspirations in this 
direction aie no more nor less than 
instinct. 
Hemmed in as she is, 
cribbed, confined, lacking sealvoard, 
except 
along 
frozen oceans, her 
growth 
and 
development 
can 
never 
be 
w hat 
her 
vitality 
and resources demand. Thus bottled 
up her suppressed energies are a per­ 
petual menace to Europe, and hence 
the Eastern question is one of those 
ghosts which will not down. 
Under 
such circumstances all Europe would 
probably be glad to see the forces of 
Russian aggression diverted to the 
shores of the Pacific, and the densely 
peopled plains of China. 
In such an 
enterprise who would interfere ? 
But can Russia achieve the con­ 
quest of China? For that is what 
the scheme means. China has made 
a good deal of progress iu the art of 
modern warfare. 
She is working fur­ 
ther progress in that direction every 
day. 
Her numbers are limitless, and 
the task of subduing 
her myriad 
hordes is a difficult one. There is 
this in favor of the European power, 
that the 
millions of China, when 
their leaders weie once out of the 
way .would follow a Russian General of 
to-day as readily as they did the 
M andarin who led them yesterday 
This has always been the rule with 
Asiatic soldiers. 
Thus, if Russia 
c uld once get a foothold in China 
►he would make a Kilkenny cat fight 
of the affair by turning the sword of 
Mongol against Mongol. 
It is further 
to be rem em bered th at China is and 
has been tor ages in subjection to 
Tartars, her royal line and governing 
classes 
generally 
having 
come 
ia from 
outside 
the great wall. 
But these reflections are far-reach­ 
ing. 
Granting the success of Russia 
in such an enterprise. 
W hat then ? 
Russia’s 
millions, 
increased 
by 
China’s tens of millions, all drilled, 
arm ed, equipped and officered in ac­ 
cordance with the best resulte of the 
art of war in m odern times, and one 
gets a power frightful to contemplate. 
The 
forces 
of 
the 
civilized 
world 
could 
hardly 
hold 
such 
arm y 
in 
check. 
The 
myriads of cheap labor in these 
Asiatic countries would be used by 
Russian energy and skill to construct 
forts, railroads, heavy ordnance, har­ 
bor defenses, a navy and what not in 
the same time. 
W ith the open 
Pacific for an outiet, the broad ex­ 
panses of the Yellow Sea to mameuver 
in and the great rivers of China at 
com m and, there is no forecasting the 
results that might follow. 
From 
a 
commercial 
point of 
view 
such 
an

could 
not fail to be of marked signifi­ 
cance to the Pacific Coast of our 
Union. 
The ports of China would 
be opened to us and a trade the most 
gigantic ever dreamed of would grow 
up. 
B ut all this will not take place 
in time to affect our Los Angeles 
boom, or the value of corner lots.

The death of Chief Justice W aite 
bereaves the Nation of one of the 
most notable men of our tim e. Jus­ 
tice W aite was called to th e position 
of Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
by President G rant at a tim e when 
there 
were 
great 
constitutional 
questions 
requiring 
adjudication. 
He was 
doubtless 
selected with 
a view to political bias upon thoeo 
questions; but he rose above politics 
and even declined to score on the 
Electoral Commission in 18 7 0 to de­ 
cide th e Presidency. 
H is decisions 
have been em inently free from the 
bias 
which the 
party in 
power 
looked for. 
In the Chicago Elevator 
cases he signalized him self by a de­ 
cision which has clearly established 
the principle th at the people have 
through their legislatures a right to 
regulate all kinds of traffic which di­ 
rectly affect the public. 
He was a 
m an of great purity of character, and 
will take rank as a jurist with the 
great men who have preceded him in 
his exalted office. 


T h e trio of worthy ladies who have 
crossed the great frog pond to take 
part in the deliberations of the Nation­ 
al Convention of Women Suffragists 
at W ashington, are high-minded wo­ 
men, with characters above reproach, 
and intelligent beyond the usual run. 
But they have a grievance. They 
want to vote. It is hinted that they 
would like to be men, but that is 
doubtful. They simply want the fe­ 
male anserine bird to depend altitud- 
inarianly—so high that it can rutile 
the feathers of the American eagle at 
each autum nal election.

She was a Miss 
Margaret Sm ith, and was educated at 
Orleans and passed exam ination for 
schoolmistress.

W entworth Dilke. It took but two 
years of married life for her to become 
a women suffragist, and iu 1 8 7 8 she 
became an active advocate of the 
cause, and delivered speeches and 
lectures on the subject over all Eng­ 
land. 
Mr. Dilke wandered over to 
Algiers 
and died thore 
in 1883. 
In the same year Widow Dilke 
wedded the Dispatch, a popular work­ 
ingm en’s paper, and is now its m an­ 
aging editor. Mrs. Dilke is very small 
and slender, almost angular, with a 
large, rather masculine head and thin 
neck and arm s, 
lle r eves are of a 
light greyish color and deep set. High 
and prominent cheek boneB and a 
firm heavy lower jaw give her the ap­ 
pearance not quite that of an English 
woman. 
But why do those British 
maids, matrons and widows came 
here to disturb our peace ?

SANTA F E WORK. 


H o w 
C o n s t r u c t i o n la U o l n t o n 
A I o n s t h e L i n e . 
The work of construction on the 
Santa Fe R ailw ay’s extensions in this 
State is now proceeding qnite fact, and 
judging from the good tim e being 
made, it will not belong before every­ 
thing now on hand will be completed. 
The track-layers on the Redondo Line 
are getting along splendidly, and in 
six days more the rails will be laid, 
and only a few days more will be re­ 
quired to properly equip the road 
lor the passage of trains. 
By the 
first 
of 
April 
everything 
will 
be in readm es?, und trains will then 
commence runnn g. 
As soon as the 
men finish there they will he sent to 
San Juan-by-the-Jea, where they will 
commence laying rails towa-d Ocean­ 
side. At the time of their starting at 
San Juan another large force of track­ 
layers wdl begin laying rails from 
Oceanside towaid tli m. The grading 
from this city toward Santa Ana has 
been completed, with one exception, 
to Auaheim, and graders are now at 
work bet ve* n that place and Orange, 
and will finish everything from this 
city to that place in ten days. The 
excepli m mentioned 
is 
at Buena 
Park. There the present route crosses 
an alkaline m arsh, which may iu 
the future give the company some 
trouble. 
Accordingly, this part of the 
road is, as yet, in doubt, and may be 
changed entirely. 
However, steps 
have been taken th at will speedily 
settle the m atter. 
The intention is to 
finish the gruding as soon as possible, 
and when it is finished to Orange, the 
entire line from this city to San Diego 
will be ready for the rails, 
luside of 
two weeks’ time a huge force of track­ 
layers will commence laying rails at 
the south bank of the Los Angeles 
River, just outside of the southern 
limits of this city, and will put them 
down as fast as possible towards 
Orange. The intention is to finish 
tho entire work at one time. The 
grades th a t will commence at the 
river will be taken from the line to 
San Jacinto, where they are now lay­ 
ing rails. 
This road will be finished 
in ten day’s tim e and in operation a 
few davs later. 
The reason tho 
track-layers will not commence laying

the rails at the place where the roaii 
connects with the Ballona Beach is 
because a bridge will have to be 
placed on the river. 
Being outside of 
the city limits it not necessary to con­ 
form to the requirements of bridge 
building inside the boundary lines,and 
ac ordingly it will not take more than 
a week or* t n days to place a bridge 
across t ’ e river, that will be per- 
•ec ly sati-faetorv to the railroad com­ 
pany. 
They will start a pile-driver 
at each bank and drive piles unlil 
they meet in the centre. The stringers 
for the ties e/.n then he put in place, 
he lies put down and the track later 
on.

Rails and ties aro on 
baud, and in less than two m onths’ 
time everything will be in running 
order.

State were present, and the larue 
G ym nasium hall, capable of seating 
over 2,000 persons, was packed to its 
utm ost capacity. 
The President re­ 
ceived a hearty welcom e from the 
students and citizens. 
Tho exercises of the day began at 1 
o ’clock in the afternoon. 
At that 
hour the stu dents’ battalion of cadets 
L8sembled at the north hall of the 
university and marched to the cam ­ 
pus, where the Governor and stair re­ 
view ed them . 
Shortly after 2 o ’clock 
the regul ir order of the day was be­ 
gun. T he Governor, tho new and retii- 
ing Presidents, the faculty and regents, 
as well us m any invited guests, m et 
in the library and m oved in a body to 
th e gym nasium . 
After speeches by 
Regent Dolmas and retiring President 
H olden, President Davis was iuvested 
w ith the sym bols of office bj' Governor 
W aterm an. 
W illiam 'Ingraham . K ip, 
of the 
senior class, then made a salutation 
address on behalf of the students. 
A 
poem in Latin was read by Miss M illic- 
en t W. Shinn, of the class of ’80. 
Professor Martin K ellogg spoke for the 
various faculties of soences,m edicin e, 
law and dentistry, 
l i e spoke of the 
relations that should ex ist and would 
exist anrm g all branches of the U n ­ 
iversity, and prom ised the President 
the hearty co-operation of all tho fac­ 
ulties.

N o m atter what em ploym ent was in­ 
tended for youth, they w ill make 
stronger and better men with a gener­ 
ous education.

it. 
Perhaps the 
counting-room makes 
a better clerk at 25, but an university 
w ill m ake a broad-gauge citizen at 40. 
H e dw elt upon the objections urged 
to classical training, and then referred 
with pleasure to the fact that the 
higher institutions of 
learning are 
now open to women equally with m en. 
H e believed that this leaven will 
silently 
work 
through 
the 
whole 
com m unity, giving a 
higher tone 
to 
society 
and 
exercising 
a 
benign influence even upon public 
affairs. 
H e d osed with an appeal for 
support from the students and grad­ 
uates of the university, the regents 
and faculty and from the citizens at 
large.

The motion of F. A. McNeil for dis 
posing of all dead anim als, at a cost 
of $6 per head, was read, and on 
motion of Mr. Collins, was recon- 
mended to the Council for adoption. 
The following letter was presented 
by Dr. Reese, addressed to the Press 
oí Los A ngeles: 
“I wish to convey my thanks, 
through the columns of your paper, 
to Dr. Reese, M ayer Workman, Mr. 
McEvoy, Dr. Thompson and Mr. and 
Mrs. Keyes for their kindness to my 
baby and myself while in the hos­ 
pital. 
The paMents are all touted 
alike. 
All have plenty of fresh milk, 
eggs and butter; in fact, they have 
everything they call for. The rooms 
are clean, with plenty of fresh linen 
and warm blankets. 
I know the 
patients are cared for better than they 
could be at home. 
They have day 
and night nurses, and Dr. Thompson 
gives them Iub individual atteution. 
H e is working among them day and 
night. 
Mr. McEvoy is going and 
coining all the time. 
He devotes 
bimself to liis work. 
I fared the 
sam e as the others, and all I have to 
eay is, if any one after leaving the 
hospital complains, it is because they 
have never been accustomed to such 
good fare and treatm ent. 
The hos­ 
pital certainly deserves a better name 
than ‘pest-house.’ 
Again thanking 
these good people for their kindness 
I rem ain, respectfully, 
Mb s. C ates.” 
Another letter was al6o received 
speaking of the good and careful 
treatm ent the past and present pa­ 
tients had received at the pest-house, 
which was numerously Bigned, and on 
motion placed on the m inutes, to­ 
gether with Mrs. Cates’ letter. 
The Brady investigation was then 
continued, and Dr. Hagan stated that, 
to facilitate matters, he and Mr. Brady 
would go through the accounts of the 
hospital and see w hether the patients 
-had had plenty to eat or not. 
Attorney C. J . Stephens appeared 
for Mr. Brady, and said he thought 
they were to investigate the charges 
brought against Brady, and not to go 
in to accounts. 
Dr. Hagan said th at the pest-house 
was opened on December 8th, with a 
Chinese 
patient, who was 
there 
eighteen days! 
Brady and he were 
together. 
Thomas 
Worthen 
was 
there on the 26th of that m onth, and 
died three days later. The third case 
was th at of Ida McCloud, on January 
4th. 
She died January 9th. 
Her 
mother and sister were also there. 
Mr. Johnson went there on the 9th 
of January. 
Diggings, a negro, went 
in on the 12th of January. Andy Ar­ 
nica went in on January 13th and 
was discharged on January 24th. Mr. 
Shelter went in on January 17th and 
was discharged January 30th. 
We 
then got another nurse, Mike Tray- 
nor. 
This was the first time there 
was absolutely two patients in the 
hospital at one tim e with only one 
narse or attendant. 
Hancock went 
in January 27th and was discharged 
February 10th. 
Freem an was dis­ 
charged in February. 
Mrs. Measen- 
3er went out February 4th. Mrs. Bra 
y then went there as a nurse and was 
there during January and left during 
February. 
Mrs. Keyes was also seni 
there duriDg the time of Mrs. Messen­ 
ger’s illness. 
Brady was relieved on 
Febrnary 10th. This makes a daily 
attendance of four and a half patients 
with four attendants. 
Crose-exam- 
ined—I do n o t consider one nurse suf­ 
ficient for two very Bick sm allp x 
patients, but when Brady was alone 
there, th e two patients were not very 
sick. 
Dr. Thompson was visiting out 
there. 
I do not know that Brady was 
sick in bed at th at tim e. I do not be­ 
lieve he was. 
I rely on w hat c«cope­ 
te nt physicians told me. 
Mrs. Brady 
was employed to cook and look after 
-her husband. 
Dr. M cEvoy was not 
carrying out my idea if he told Mrs. 
Brady to look after the two patients 
th ere at the time. 
A t this juncture Mr. Tweed brought 
th e books and referred to the accounts 
for provisions. 
Alter several items had been gone 
through to point out that the patients 
were well supplied with food during 
th e tim e Brady stated they were with­ 
out. 
Attorney Dunn stated that he 
thought Mr. H umphreys ought to be 
present and also tbe man who deliv­ 
ered the goods ordered for the pest- 
bouse; ana moved th at the investiga­ 
tion be postponed till these persons 
were present. 
Attorney Btephens said he had of 
fared to postpone the investigation at 
-the commencement, but o> jected to 
its postponement at this stage. 
Attorney Dunn then askea Brady to 
state the date, or somewhere near it. 
when he was without meat or bread 
-for two days. 
This Brady raid he could not do, 
whereupon Attorney Dunn said it was 
n o use going through the accounts, 
and even if they did they ought to 
•have the man who delivered the 
goods which would be proof conclus­ 
iv e as to Brady's statem ent. 
Attorney Stephens stated th at he 
w as willing to postpone this m atter if 
the accounts had to be gone iuto, so 
as to give Brady an opportunity of 
twinging his notes. 
H e also thought 
that they were present to investigate 
th e charge of drunkenness and not to 
.go into accounts. 
After a deal of discussion the in­ 
vestigation was postponed till Tues­ 
day afternoon at 1 o’clock, and the 
ding adjourned.

F a r o a n d lia V o t a r ie s . 
E ditohh H e r a l d 
Gambling is and 
lias been a passion with the human 
race since the earliest days. Abra­ 
ham , who, in return for his seven 
years’ servitude, was to be rewarded 
with all the sheep in the flock that 
were not of a pure white color, took 
steps, as we are told in the Bible, to 
increase the greatness of his share 
with 
considerable 
success. 
His 
descendants have ever since pursued 
th e same line of policy, and in every 
line of business his sons have been 
remarkable for the foresight with 
which they lessened the 
chances 
against themselves. In every game 
of chance the percentage is against 
the less skillful player, and, whereas, 
in baccarat, trente-et-quarante and 
Prussian bank, the great European 
games, the banker has a percentage 
favor which the punter cannot by any 
means avoid. 
It has been reserved 
to the American public to national ze 
a game in which the player can 
participate and gamble 
with 
the 
chances in his favor exactly equal to 
those of the man whose money he is 
trying to 
win. 
At faro 
this is 
not only possible but a m atter of con­ 
stant occurrence and there are many 
Jewish gentlemen who confine their 
bets at the game entirely to case 
cards, that is to say, tocardsof which 
denomina-ion there is but one left in 
the box. This removes any possibil­ 
ity of a split and the banker is de­ 
prived of his 
lawful 
percentage. 
When gentlemen 
whose business 
capacity is acknowledged by their 
commercial rivals to be of the high­ 
est order consider themselves justified 
in risking their money at this fascinat­ 
ing game it seems somewhat prudish 
for the outside public to interfere with 
the progress of the game merely on 
the grounds of morality. 
In the pres­ 
ent stage of civilization everything Is 
merely a question-of speculation, and 
speculation 
is a polite 
term for 
gambling. The commercial prosperity 
of this country fluctuates with the ebb 
and flow of speculation in Wall Street, 
and speculation in Wall 
street is 
affected by the status oi commerce in 
the other “ Wall Streets” scattered 
over the surface of the globe. 
W ith­ 
out speculation commerce would die 
a natural death, as the natural result of 
speculation is the circulation of money. 
Faro bank, as a speculation, brings 
about 
this 
latter 
result in 
a 
m arked degree, and it is a m atter of 
notoriety th a t ciiies in which such 
banks are allowed to run show a 
marked prosperity over their more 
moral neighl>ors, who, straining at 
gnats while they complacently swal­ 
low camels, suppress the games at 
which the punter has a fair show and 
cast him into the mouths of sure- 
thing sharks, who devour his sub­ 
stance and often reduce him to their 
own level. At the present time there 
is perhaps no prettier place upon 
earth than Monaco, the capital of 
Rivera, and Monaco has been beauti­ 
fied and supported in its loveliness by 
a 
tax 
upon 
legitimate gambling. 
There the inhabitant is relieved of 
onerous taxation, and his city re­ 
ceives all the benefits of the high 
assessments which would otherwise 
come out of his pocket. The large in­ 
flux of visitors keeps the town in a 
state of commercial prosperity, and 
sad indeed would be the fate of hotel­ 
keepers, shop-keepers and landlords 
were the tables to be stopped. Surely, 
as gambling in one form or another is 
a necessity, the least harmful form is 
the best. 
Would not our streets pre­ 
sent a cleaner aspect, our boulevards 
a fresher appearance, our whole city 
limits a more inviting prospect to the 
tourist, were the $50,000 legitimate 
revenue, which the city fathers hesi­ 
tate to accept from games, spent in 
their improvement?
